It was speculated that the "Al" referred to by the 
informant might be AL WAINER, of Chicago, Illinois, and the man 
from Minneapolis might be JOSEPH SEIFERT, who is a subject in 
the case entitled JOSEPH SEIFERT; SEBASTIAN VERMIGLIO, AR, OO 
Milwaukee (MI file 92-107). It was noted from the reports of 
SA RICHARD C, THOMPSON dated 3/30/62 and 8/6/62 at Milwaukee in 
the SEIFERT case that these persons had been suspected of illegal 
cigarette activities, forgeries of state tax stamps and related 
matters and that considerable information along these lines had 
been developed.

and State Comptroller's 7C 
Office, 701 Jefferson Tower Building, Dallas, Texas, furnished 


the following information: 


The Texas cigarette tax is 8 cents a package, 80 cents 
a carton, or $48 a.case, Since there are no cigarettes manu- 
factured in Texas, all cigarettes must be shipped into the state, 
and the law requires that they go first to a bonded warehouse 
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licensed by the state to receive them, and distribute them to 

licensed distributors. The bonded warehouse must keep accurate 

records of the receipt and disposition of all cigarettes to the 

various distributors. The distributors purchase their cigarettes 

from the bonded warehouse, at which time they do not possess a 

State tax stamp. It is the distributor's responsibility to 

purchase the stamps and ¡apply them to the packages of cigarettes 

within 48 hours of their receipt. 

There are three methods of affixing the tax stamp in 

Texas. One is by decal which is put on by hand and each decal 

has a number, Another method is a "heat stamp'" method in which 

each stamp is numbered. The third method, and the one involved 

here, is an inked stamp impression. This stamped impression is 

applied to the cigarette package by a Pitney-Bowes ink stamping 

machine which is similar in size and principle to a regular 

postage meter machine. This machine is an ever-ascending 

numbering machine which cannot be opened and the number of 

impressions altered. The machine can be set to deliver a 

specified number of impressions and then must be resét by the 

State Comptrollers Office, if additional impressions are desired. 

The machine has an engraved plate bearing the stamp number assigned | 

by the state to the particular distributor using it. These 

machines are never owned by the distributor and are the property 

of the state.

Distributors in Texas are required by law to have 
inovices for all cigarettes in their possession, showing where, 
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from whom and when. he purchased the cigarettes. He must also 
issue a sales invoice whenever he sells cigarettes so that a 
comparison of his receipts and sales invoices makes selling 
illegally-obtained cigarettes difficult. The wholesaler who 
purchases from a distributor must have in his possession the 
sales invoice received from the distributor. Failure to issue 
or receive these invoices is a state violation. 


[__aavised he had been suspicious of ABE b6 
SCHEPPS for some time due to unconfirmed reports that he sells b7C 
cigarettes without issuing sales invoices and seems to sell them 
too cheap. His office has been watching SCHEPPS for some time 

but had no specific information to establish a violation. = 

' advised that several years ago, ABE SCHEPPS' brother, MAIR | 
SCHEPPS, of Houston, had been the subjeet of an extensive in- 
vestigation by the state..

It is to 
be noted that the Pitney-Bowes Company makes a special ink for 
use in these machines which, due to its color and composition, 
can be identified by analysis. The color and composition varies 
in' different states or districts where the machine is used.

He has been a 
jobber or wholesaler of tobacco, candy, school supplies, etc., 
for about 33 years, and runs a daily route with his small truck, 
supplying his personally-acquired customers. He claims to have 
been buying supplies from ABE SCHEPPS, among others, for some 
20 years. It has been his practice to buy from SCHEPPS every 
Sunday, but on week days, he buys from other distributors who 
are located closer to his residence. He advised that the 
distance from his home to SCHEPPS' warehouse is such that it 
makes it prohibitive for him to buy there during the week 
because of the travel involved, but on Sunday, when he has 
time, he drives to SCHEPPS' Warehouse because SCHEPPS undersells 
his competitors.

JOSEPH SEIFERT was interviewed at his auto agency 
located at Highway 100 and St. Martins Road.

Last spring he was subpoenaed to Houston, Texas by the 
government in a case involving Mair Schepps, tobacco whole- 
salers, and a number of other people, The case apparently 

had to do with counterfeitting cigarette state tax stamps. 

He was never called to testify by the prosecution, but after 
waiting three weeks, was finally called to testify by 

the defense. He testified for only a few minutes during which 
time he was shown a box that allegedly contained a counterfeit 
tax stamp machine, He was handed this box and asked how much 
it weighed. He said he guessed about 15 pounds, He said 

he never saw the machine nor did he learn how it was seized 

or where it came from, He said he was also asked if he 

ever saw HEIMIE WAINER exchange any money with Mair Schepps, 
and his answer was negative, He said he was exctuded from 

the court room when not testifying and, therefore, did not 
know what the other witnesses said. 


He also said JOSEPH PFEIFFER of this area was subpoenaed and 
waited even longer to testify. In fact, PFEIFFER later 

told him that he was released without testifying at all. 
PFEIFFER said this when he came to SEIFERT one day to borrow 
some tools, At that time, PFEIFFER had just bought a laundry 
and dry cleaning spot in Hales Corners and was doing some 
work on it.
